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The Big Motor Races 
for the Socialists :

. BELFAST, Thursday. 
TTENTION is being drawn to the fact 
that, while industry is declining in 
the: North, there are signs of development 
It is 
an unhappy circumstance that dozens and 
dozens of factories in Ulster have been 
closed during the past ten years, and at 
present there is but little hope of improve- 
ment. On the other hand, one hears that 
new works are being opened from time to 
time in the Free State, a few of them 
being ; branches of old-established busi- 
nessey in the North. Important firms up 
here have gone into liquidation—some 
voluntarily and others compulsorily—and 
the furthest depth of depression does not 
yet seem to have been reached. 

Reference was made to this subject in 
the Belfast Parliament this week, and it 
was suggested by one optimistic member 
that the Northern Cabinet should call on 
the British Premier and demand that 
powers should be given to the Ulster 
Government to impose tariffs or pass safe- 
guarding measures for the protection of 
local industries and agriculture. Such an 
idea hardly would commend itself to the 
authorities at Westminster. The only 
hope in that direction is based on a Con- 
servative Government’s coming into power. 


TOLL OF THE ROAD. 


Further efforts are being made to 
educate the peore in the principles of 
‘safety first.’ in .road traffic, and a 
glance at the figures dealing with accidents 
indicates the necessity for such instruc- 
tion. The total number of persons killed 
or injured during the past four years in 
the province was 6,622, due to traffic 
accidents, and it is calculated by experts 
that a very large proportion of these were 
caused by carelessness and might have 
been avoided. It is estimated that 45 per 
cent. of these mishaps was caused by care- 
less pedestrians, with 32 per cent, due to 
motor drivers who failed to exercise suffi- 
cient caution. The human element also 
entered largely into the remainder, only 
about 5 per cent. being absolutely wun- 
avoidable. 

Of course, the remarkable growth of motcr 
traffic in Northern Ireland must be taken 
into consideration when discussing the fre- 
quent occurrence of road accidents. In 
1913 there were only 4,000 motor vehicles, 
or thereabouts, on the roads, whereas there 
are now over 37,000—a great fleet of cars, 
lorries, vans and other machines con- 
tinually paksing along our streets, 
thoroughfares and highways. It is, there- 
fore, essential that everyone should be im- 
pressed with the need for care and ordinary 
common-sense. In this respect Sir Dawson 
Bates, the Minister of Home Affaiks, is 
doing much to make Ulster a safer place 
to live in. 


THE ECONOMY C’™PAICN. 


The decision of the Northern Ministers 
to introduce the economy campzign by a 
cut in their own salaries is accepted as a 
welcome sign that at long last something 
practical is to be done in the reduction 
of expenditure. The Prime Minister's 
statement to that effect did not create 
any surprise, as it was inevitable that, if 
there were to be any sacrifices, a good 
example should be set by those in 
authority. Moreover, members of tie 
Ulster Cabinet could not expect to be paid 
on a higher scale than the Socialist 
Government at Westminster. 

The economies which are to be enforced 
im educational matters will affect the 
teachers throughout the province, and 
they are, naturally, much concerned re- 
garding the result. The official brake 
also is to be put on the scheme for build- 
ing schools, and this part of the proposals 
does not meet with general approval, as 
there are many schools Which do not come 
up to the required standard. 

The suggestions regarding the pclice 
also are being criticised. as it is felt that 
the £60,000 spent annually on the 
“ Specials ” could now be saved, or 
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were en oroughly by large crowds, 
and the attendance included many visitors 
from the South. In several of events 
the starters were few ; but this was caused 
by Northern owners overlooking the new 
rule which requires runners to be declared 
twenty fout hours before the flag falls in 
order to facilitate the ‘of the 
totalisator, a form of betting not in opera- 
tion in Ulster racecourses. ngs were 
better at to-day s racing ; but the weather 
was not so good as for the ing. 

The history of the County Down steeple

SHOCK FOR ULS?ER SOCIALISTS. 


The Ulster Liberals, together with the 
Nationalists and Socialists, are dis- 
appointed that the British measure deal- 
ing with the alternative vote is not to be 
extended to Northern Ireland. They had 
been looking forward to the restoration of 
their fortunes in the electoral field through 
the operations of the Representation of the 
People Bill when it reached the Statute 
Book—and they made no secret of their 
jubilation—but, their hopes have been 
dashed, while the position of the Belfast 
Government has been strencthened. 

The i Socialists of the Six Counties 
appealed to their colleagues at West- 
minster to help them in their struggle to 
secure better representation; but the 
English people evidently have too many 
worries of their own to trouble themselves 
much about the Northern province, and 
Mr. Clynes’s statement that the proposal 


would iritroduce a very disturbing factor 
into the ‘political life of Northern Ireland 
and have far-reaching consequences, has 
sealed its fate.

| Scent Factories of Grasse. 


Winter visitors to the Riviera are flock- 
ing homewards in thousands. How many 
of these, I wonder, spared a hours 
from the over-heated casinos, the thés 
dansant, or the tennis courts, to wander 
through the scented streets of Grasse? 
The ie ee lies 1,000 sage ates 
Cannes, and at every turn one is m 
by the usual odours of a medimval city, 
but by a new and delicious scent; for 
here are produced perfumes which are 
famous all the world over. Around it 
70,000 acres of land are given up to the 
cultivation of the flowers which are used 
in the factories. Roses, jasmine, violets 
and oranges are growing on all the hill- 
sides. The celebrated attat of roses, 
which costs £50 per lb., requires seven 
million roses a year. The blossoms of the 
Seville oranges, which, curiously, are 
more fragrant than those of the sweet 
variety, produce "Neroli, the volatile oil 
which is the chief constituent of eau de 
Cologne. Many different processes are 
employed in extracting the essence from 
the flowers. That by which the absolute 
flower oil is ew: by a method of dis- 
tillation is the most expensive. In the 
case of the jasmine the perfumery raw 
material is worth from £3 to £6 an ounce.

The Law Library of the 
King’s Inns was once the Bishop of 
Armagh’s town residence. Another house 
in Henrietta street—No. 10—now occupied 
by the Sisters of Charity, was once 
tenanted by that Lord Mountjoy who was 
killed at New Ross in 1788. The office of 
the Drblin County Council in Rutland 
gonare was once the town house of the 
Merquis of Ormonde, and Isaac Butt 
41 North Great George’s street 

26 Upper Merrion street was 
residence of Lord Mornineton, 
entitled to fame as the birth-nlace 
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broidered with a cross. The late Sir 
Charles Cameron, in a book of reminis- 
cences of Dublin life, mentions this old 
custom, which has now completely mail 
into abeyance.

Gea Cesting. 


A man in the tea trade tells me that 
the Free State Customs Department 
employs a special staff of tea inspectors 
at several ports. These officials test re- 
presentative samples of all teas consigned 
as merchandise to this country. They 
make infusions of the tea samples, and, 
if the results are satisfactory, the tea is 
‘‘ approved for home consumption.’’ This 
departmental test prevents the importa 
tion of adulterated tea or tea which is 
unfit for human use as a beverage. 

Before H.M. Customs appointed tea 
inspectors large quantities of skilfully 
doctored tea reached the United Kingdom. 
Some of these “ choice blends” con. 
sisted of spent tea leaves which had been 
dried and mixed with genuine tea and the 
leaves of various shrubs. 

Nowadays only the very best blends are 
sent to Ireland, and I understand that 
very small quantities of tea are condemned 
by the Customs.

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MONEY AND THE FARM. 
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A meeting was held at 86 Stephen’s Green 
by the University College Agricultural 
Society last evening, when a paper was read 
by Mr. F. Hussey on “ The Monetary 
Causes of Agricultural Depression.”” Mr 
Hussey discussed at length the present-day 
position of the farmers, and showed that the 
present depression was by no means unique 
in the history of agricultural prices.

Mr. Justice Sullivan, delivering judgment, 
said that he was of opinion that the Dis- 
trict Justice was not vin in law in dismss- 
ing the summons In the circumstances which 
he had stated. According to the milk regu- 
lations of 1901, where a sample of milk con 
tained less than 3 per cent. of milk iat it 
shall be presumed, tor the purposes of the 
Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, 1875 to 1883. 
until the contrary is proved, that the malk 
is not genuine by reason of the abstraction 
of milk fat or the addition of water: and, 
further. that where a sample of milk con- 
tuined less than 8.5 per cent. of milk solids 
other than milk fats it shall be presumed, 
for the purposes of the Sale of Food and 
Drugs Act. until the contrary is proved. that 
the milk is not genuine by reason of the 
abstraction therefrom of milk other 
than milk fat. or the addition 
water. It would seem to him that the course 
of dealing between the parties in this case, 
although it regulated the rate at which the

Truce—and After. 


The terms of the agreement between 
the Viceroy of India and Mr. Gandhi 
represent the price at which the workers 
of discord in India have consented ‘o 
raise a temporary shrine to concord. 
On one point—where, indeed, concession 
would have been fatal—the Viceroy has 
stood firm. He has refused to sacrifice 
a loyal police force to the vindictive 
clamour of Mr. Gandhi’s followers, and 
the Congress very reluctantly has with- 
drawn its demand for a police inquiry. 
No doubt, it felt that it could afford 
this defeat; for in virtually all the 
other details of the agreement it has 
triumphed. Mr. Gandhi’s salt cam- 
paign has justified itself, since hence- 
forward villagers on the coastal belts 
will be permitted to manufacture and 
sell salt without taxation. In pending 
cases which involve fines or forfeiture o! 
land the Government will exercise dis- 
cretionary power to drop proceedings. 
The most important and, we may add, 
the most sinister term of the agreement 
relates to the boycott of British goods. 
Mr. Gandhi has agreed that, in so far as 
the boycott involves political propa- 
ganda, it shall cease, but he has refused 
to abandon it as a weapon of economic 
'“persuasion.””. We have no promise, 
therefore, that in a self-governing India 
British imports would not be excluded 
by prohibitive taxes, and the present 
rejoicings of British merchants in 
Calcutta are premature. 

There is a curious confusion of thought 
in England, where many people assume 
that this agreement is a long step towards 
the settlement of the Indian problem. In 
efiect, it means only that the campaign 
of civil disobedience has ceased, and that 
the Indian extremists will be a party to 
the pursuit of settlement. The problem 
itself remains unsolved. Rejecting Sir 
John Simon’s saner counsels, the London 
Conference. agreed that India should 
receive immediate independence through 
the machinery of a great federation, which 
would include the native States. On the 
other hand, Great Britain has enormous 
and vital interests in India, and these 
must be safeguarded for her own sake and 
for the sake of India’s 320,000,000 citizens. 
Defence must be safeguarded; British 
control of India’s external affairs must be 
retained ; Indian minorities, at one time 
oppressed brutally by the Hindus, must 
be protected. Indian finance must be 
kept in sound hands, and any national 
settlement must include effective safe- 
guards for the security of British trade. 
All these conditions conflict with the 
Congress Party’s vision of complete inde- 
pendence. Mr. Gandhi said yesterday that 
“- the London Conference had not carried 
them even half-way "”—and Mr. Gandhi's 
influence has been doubled by the terms 
of the present truce. His success in- 
falitbly will increase the extent and the 
arrogance of the Congress Party's 
demands. 

The Congress Party contemplates the 
government of an independent India by 
that smal] minority of the Hindu com- 
munity which breeds professional poli- 
ticians. This claim is monstrous for many 
reasons. India is not a nation; her diverse 


dialects, and only seven per cent. of them 
can read and write. The bitterest enmity 
exists between Hindu and Moslem. On 
the same day when the Viceroy crowned 
his pact with Mr. Gandhi sixty-five 
persons were injured in a Hindu-Moslem 
riot at Bangalore. The London Conference 
failed to adjust the rival claims of Hindu 
and Moslem, and who can believe that Mr. 
Gandhi’s latest triumph will make the 
problem easier of solution in India? 
Throughout the ages India, with a land 
frontier of six thousand miles, was subject 
to countless invasions. The British Army 
has brought peace to all her borders; 
British justice has raised a vast and silent 
peasantry from an abyss of persecution 
and want. Is the retention of this security, 
of these blessings, compatible with the 
triumph of Nationalist policy in India? 
The moment will come—it may come very 
soon—when Indian Nationalism’s definite 
call for unchecked power will demand a 
definite reply from the British people. 
In such circumstances will the Imperial 
Parliament stand firm, or will it be ready 
to renounce Britain’s hold on India? 
British patriotism has little to expect from 
the Socialist Government, but a clear 
statement of Conservative policy is over- 
due. Perhaps, Mr. Baldwin will furnish 


it when he speaks at Newton Abbot to- 
day.

Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork, E.) said that he 
would like to see a Food Prices Control 
Board, in order that the consumer, as in this 
instance, should not be mulcted in the price 
of butter.

He would 
like to see a tariff on imported bacon, barley, 
oats and malt. 

TOO MUCH COLD STORAGE. 

Mr. BENNETT (Govt., Limerick) said that 
the dairying industry would not have gone 
to pieces if the traiff had not been imposed. 
So far the farmers had got little benefit out 
of the present tariff, and any support that 
it got írem them was due to the fact hat 
out of the numerous tariffs suggested this 
was the only one that could be put into 
operation with a prospect of success. 

It was too soon to judge it yet. If there 
was going to be too much butter cold-stored 
in the creameries during the coming summer 
the benefit from the tariff next winter would 
be very small. It was more necessary now 
than ever to perfect some organisation of the 
creameries of the country to control the 
amount of butter cold-stored. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that he 
believed that the £45,000 which would be 
collected on the tariff by the Minister for 
Finance should go back for the benefit of the 
butter industry whether it went by way of 
advertising, as recommended by Deputy 
O'Hanlon, or in any other way. The Minister 
should not take this opportunity of collecting 
revenue at the expense of the consumer. 

He did not at all believe that the Free 
State producers could by means of adver- 
tising = get the same market that 
Denmark or any of the other com- 
peting countries had if thy only 
went on the British market for nine months 
of the year. The oniy way that they could 
do so was by cold-storing or winter produc 
tion. 

SOME GCOD. 

If this tariff enabled them to supply their 
own wants to have an exportable s rplius, 
it would have done a great deal, and would 
have solved one of the biggest problems on 
the export market, which was to ensure an 
all-the-year-round supply on that market. 

“I believe, at any rate, that sirce this 
tariff was introduced it has had a good 
efiect in many ways,” said Doctor Kyan. 
People in the dairying industry have become 
much more hopeful. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Labour, ‘ipperary) 
said that they had not heard a single argu- 
ment put forward that would convince any 
person that the tariff on butter was of any 
assistance whatever to the farming com- 
munity. He v..idered if Deputy Lemass 
would go to his (Mr. Lemass’s) own con- 
stituency in South Dublin and support the 
tariff which had increased the price of 
butter. Jf the price of the butter was 
increased only by the amount of the tariff. 
and if the Labour Party was satisfied that 
the increase would go to the benefit of the 
farmer, their attitude might be different, but 
they claimed that the price that he con- 
sumer had o pay for the small benefit, it 
any, that th efarmer was reaping was too 
great. 

FOREIGN SOLD AS IRISH. 

Peopia were paying ls, 10d. and ls. 
1ld. per lb. for foreign butter, mixed in 
the creameries with Irish butter, and 
sold as Irish. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture 
—Not in the creameries, 

Mr. MORRISSEY---Foreign butter is 
being sold retail from the creaieries. 

Mr. DE VALERA (Fianna Fail, Clare) 
said that he agreed that in supporting tariffs 
a certain amount of care must be taken to 
see that the consumer was not put to an 
unfair burden, but what he objected to was 
that people who were against the tariffs said 
that of necessity the prices must rise with 
tarifis. He did not believe that that was 
true, and it would not be true of butter a 
couple cf months hence. When the tariff 
was introduced he thought that’ a method of 
licencing might have been better than a 
tariff. 

In supporting the tariff, Fianna Fail were 
encouraging the stocking. if necessary, of 
their own supplies to carry them over a 
portion cf the winter, and, he hoped, en- 
couraging winter dairying. The present was 
only a transition period, and he believed 
that this period of hardship was not likely 
to happen azain. ) 

A BAD PRINCIPLE. 

Mr. NOLAN (Government, Limerick) con- 
gratulated the Minister on having pulled the 
wool from the people’s eyes. me people 
seemed to think that the tariff was going to 
raise the dairying industry from slump to 
prosperity, but it had not done so. This 
was a bad principle and precedent, and he 
hoped that it would not be again repeated. 
His suggestion to help the farmers would 
be to loosen the strings of the Credit Cor- 
agg give the farmers money. 

Mr. SMITH (F.F., Cavan), said that it 
would be useless to advertise Irish butter 
in the British market unless they could keen 
up a continuous supply all the year round. 
They should make a determined endeavour 
to encourage winter dairving, and thus he 
in a position to maintain a continual supply 
in foreign markets. This tariff was such an 
endeavour. 

WINTER DAIRYING. 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said 
that he had never heard a practical farmer 
in Ireland advocate winter dairying. It was 
im ible to produce milk economically at 
5d. a gallon in winter. The overhead costs 
were far too great. . 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that 
farmers derived a penny a gallon mhore for 
milk as a result of this tariff, and that 
benefit was much more than 7. would gain 
from de-rating. He questioned Deputy Mor- 
rissey’s statement that a ifourpenny tariff 
had raised the price of butter from one and 
a penny & pound to one and ninepence or 
one and nee a pound. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’)—

Mr. MOORE said that if the price of 
creaméry butter had gone up in the cities 
the farmers must have got increased prices 
for the butter they brought into the country

Nobody seemed in @ position to say what 
benefit the farmers had. derived from the im- 
position of this tariff*since January last. The 
small farmer did not, benefit, ohe iota. Sa far 
as he (Mr. Corish) saw the only one to benefit 
was the Minister for Finance. The money 
derived from the tariff should go to subsidise 
the dairying or some part of the agricultural 
inauete . 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he,could not understand why they should 
waste so much time discussing a matter of 
which all professed agreement, save the Labour 
deputies. Lahour had made the point that 
the farmers did not benefit by this tariff to 
an extent proportionate to the amount the 
consumers had to pay; and they asked what 
were the advantages that the farmers had got. 
Well, the fatmers did get certain advantages. 
As a matter of fact. since the end of Novew- 
ber the country had produced, at least, half 
its need of butser. The price had gone up by 
fourpence in the pound, and: the farmers were 
getting at least that fourpence.

INDEPENDENT DEPUTY’S 
QUERY. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin Co.), said 
that the price of creamery butter was 180s. 
and the price of Australian and New Zealand 
122s. per cwt. , Adding to this latter price the 
tariff, they got 159s. per cwt. as the price of 
New Zealand and Australian butter. | Who 
pocketed the difference between that and 
180s., which the creameries were getting ? 

Mr. HOGAN--I do not know whether the 
figures are quite correct, 

Mr. GOOD—I got my figures from persons 
in the trade. There is something about this 
that needs to be explained, and that is not 
being explained. 

Mr. HOGAN said that he was not sure of 
the figure, but he thought the price of butter 
was between 170s. and 180s. per cwt. There 
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was this to be said, that the wholesaler had 
soine slight, profit, and the retailer, though on 
butter it was small, but whatever it was, 
deputies could take it that, the farmers were 
getting fourpence per pound. 

Mr. GOOD—-The consumer is paying more. 

The Minister agreed. but said that they 
could take it that. the farmer was getting at 
least fourpence, and he was getting that four- 
pence on a quantity that was half the 
country’s needs. That was some benefit, 
though he personally did not think it a lot. 

OTHER TARIFFS. 

He went on to ask why this tariff should 
be singled out.» They had exactly the same 
thing happening in. the case of boots, though 
in the case of boots the home producers only 
produced one-third of the total home con- 
sumption, and in every day of every month 
of the year boots required were imported, 
notwithstanding a tariff of three shillings in 
the £, for the last six years. People who 
were enthusiastic about the tariff on boots, 
clothes and motor cars should be at least as 
enthusiastic about this tariff on butter, ond 
not raise arguments about the consumer. 

In the month of March their production of 
bhrtter would he virtually equal to their con- 
sumption. In May they would have an 
expert surolus of butter; in June a surplus, 
and in July, August, September, October, 
November and December they would have an 
export surplus. There was a very big 
difference Letween this tariff and the other 
ee they had not been stressed at 
all. 


COLD STORAGE, 

Discussing the possibility of the holding 
over of too much butter in cold storage, Mr. 
Hogan said that they already had power to 
ascertain the quantities of butter in cold 
storage in creameries, and they intended to 
take power to.enable them ascertain the 
quantities of butter in all public cold stores, 
so that they could issue a report every month 
fur th information of the creameries. 

‘The only way to increase the production of 
butter was by winter dairying. He was 
doubtful that this tariff would increase winter 
dairying, but he made no apology for making 
the experiment. 

They were not going to enter into any 
system of control of prices. Control meant 
waste, inefficiency and often corruption. The 
less interference there was in business the 
better. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) said that the 

Minister was forced into imposing this 
tariff, and he was doing his best to make it 
a failure. The tariff was undoubtedly a 
benefit to the farmer, and he could not 
understand why the Labour Party should 
oppose it, as they ought to be concerned for 
the agricultural labourer, who would be 
thrown out of employment otherwise. 
,Mr. GOREY (Govt., Cariow and Kilkenny) 
shid that the tariff could only be of benefit 
to the farmers during, at the most, four 
months of the vear. Hopes had been ex- 
pressed that this tariff would encourage 
winter dairying, but, unless there was a 
complete change in. the tendency of the past 
few years, it was a joke to suggest that they’ 
should enter into winter dairying. The 
tariff had had one good result; it had re- 
moved the fog from the brains of any farmer 
in the country who thought that tariffs— 
indiscriminate tariffs—would benefit them. 

Mr. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said that 
it was time they turned their attention to 
their native product. and did not advocate 
the importation of New Zealand and 
Australian butter.

It was not possible to learn the exact num- 
ber of ereameries not represented at the meet- 
ing yesterday, but it was stated that a good 
many were not represented, and the opinion 
was expressed that they were either. in- 
different, or they favoured a discontinuance 
of the company; for, it was argued, if they 
had been in favour of a continuance of the 
Association, they would have been present 
to support it. 

Notwithetending the fact that the majority 
was insufficient to carry the winding-up of 
the Association, a great deal of uncertainty 
still exists with regard to the future. This 
uncertainty arises from the fact that a com- 
mittee of six members of the majority and six 
members of the minority at the meeting was 
nominated to act in conjunction with the 
Board of the Irish Associated Creameries, 
Ltd., for the purpose of finding a way out of 
the difficult situation created by the decision 
cf the meeting. 

The committee, which will meet next week, 
may, it was stated, be able to make sugges- 
tions to a further general meeting for the 
unanimons winding-up of the Associated 
Creameries, Ltd., or offer suggestions as to 


more acceptable. 

The view of the majority expressed at the 
meeting was that no organisation could sell 
to better advantage than the individual him- 
self, ‘The large body of opinion among those 
wio favoured the winding-up of the com- 
pany indicated that their desire was that an 
organisation should be formed to take the 
place and do the work of the existing com- 
pany. 

Such an organisation would constitute a 
combined Marketing Board. The majority 
felt that inasmuch as Associated Creameries 
Ltd., had not given satisfaction to all that 
a change, if only for the sake of a change, 
was necessary.

It is. of course, absurd that securities bought 
for permanent holding should have to he 
valued at the prices which may happen to 
he bid on any one day of the year, but 
such is still the rule. One cannot but 
wonder what would happen if all mortgages 
had to be put up to auction and valued 
lock after Llock at the prices which might 
he bid on 3lst December by a group of 
reople who at the time iy er to have 
but little money to invest. mortgage may 
even be in arrear, but it can still be carried 
st its face value.

reasonable to hope that the reaction would 
be largely confined to the Stock Markets, 
where it, began.

‘severe drop in prices, the average commodity 


price level being now 20 per cent. lower than 
a year ago. is reduction has been the 
chief cause of trouble in 1930. A drop in 
prices is equivalent to a bonus to persons in 
receipt of fixed salaries or wages, but that 
bonus has come from the rest of the com- 
munity—notably from the farmers and others 
who produce raw materials. 

This has reduced the purchasing power of 
the public, curtailing consumption and caus- 
ing a reduction in activity and profits in 
all lines of business, with severe unemploy- 
ment among even the wage-earning class. 

Could this condition have been prevented? 
Without going into technical details, there 
is a fairly general agreement among 
economists that this drop in the average 
commodity price level has been caused by a 
orn 4 in the actual value of the dollar, 
which in turn depends on the amount of 
eurrency and currency credits outstanding. 
If too many legal tender notes were issued 
prices would be raised disastrously, as hap- 
pened in Germany. It is an astonishing fact 
that even when people ‘in all the rest of 
the world were taiking of the depreciation 
of the mark resulting from the progressive 
increase in German currency, not one person 
in a thousand in Germany itself realised 
that any change was taking place in the 
value of their currency. To them the mark 
was the mark, and unchangeable. They de- 
plored the mounting prices, and attributed 
this phenomenon to every imaginable cause 
excevt the real one. Conversely, 1f the amount 
of circulatién be curtailed, the opposite result 
follows, and we can have a disastrous re- 
duction in prices, and this is exactly from 
what we are now suffering The curious fact 
is that, like the Germans, we think of our 
dollar as unalterable, and attribute the fall 
in commodity prices to many causes which 
at best are but minor and contributory. 
We fail to realise that the prime cause 
is my alteration in the value of the dollar 
itself. 

DEPRESSION WORKING ITS OWN 
CURE 


But what of the future? Even in the ab- 
sence of action which might be taken to 
stabilise the dollar, this depression, like all 
others, will slowly, painfully work its own 
cure, as is, in fact, now happening. That 
cure comes through the accumulation of the 
combined savings of the people of the North 
American Continent. These savings, de- 
posited in the banks, give these institutions 
a steadily increasing amount of money, which 
they are able to lend to brokers and others 
on call. Call loan money is now remarkablv 
cheap in New York. | Then comes the slow, 
steady absorption of stocks by small pur- 
chasers. This has been going on quietly for 
a long time, and the numbers of share- 
holders in the great corporations have been 
mounting steadily week after week. Mean- 
while, brokers’ loans, which reached a peak 
of over £1.797.000.0% in the autumn of 1929, 
are now down to £352,600,000, and every week 
sees a further reduction. This means that 
stocks are passing more and more into the 
hands of people who do not need to borrow 
to pay for them. It also means that the 
great New York banks must look for other 
investments to replace those paid off, and 
they consequently have to buy more and 
more Government bonds, which they can, if 
necessary, convert immediately into cash. 
This gradually makes an improved bond 
market, such as we have been seeing in the 
last few weeks. This. in turn, means that 
the great railway, utilitv and other corpora- 
tions that need capital for extensions begin 
to realise that the time has arrived when 
they can finance their requirements through 
issues of bonds to the public. That is the 
stage at which we have now arrived. Every 
successful bond issue means more money 
made available for capital expenditures, the 
beginning of new work and the lessening of 
unemnlov-rent. 

IMPROVEMENT NOW HERE. 

It also usually means the repayment of 
money borrowed from banks for work al- 
ready done, and this puts further sums in 
the hands of the banks for the purchase of 
high-grade bonds. With every depression 
the improvement is first seen in the bond 
market. and that improvement is certainly 
row here. The great industrial corpora- 
tions can, as a rule, now look forward to 
improving earnings. They have accumulated 
raw materials at low prices; the shelves of 
their customers are comparatively bare; 
neither they nor their customers have large 
inventories to liquidate, and-with the gradual 
return of purchasing power their outlook is 
good. During ali this depression the earn- 
ings of the lighting departments of the great 
electric companies have been remarkably 
well maintained, and the earnings of their 
power departments will increase as soon as 
buginess becomes more normal. The Stock 
Market generally discounts an improvement in 
earnings several months ahead, and I am in- 
clined to believe that time will show that 
the low day of the Stock Market was on 16th 
December last I do not suggest, and do 
not expect, that there will be anything spec. 
tacular in our recovery, but I ‘am one of 
those who believe that you cannot keep 
this Continent down. There may be pessi- 
mists who still think that everything is 
going to the bow-wows, but I do not know 
them. I grant unreservedly that our future 
depends largely on the stabilisation of the 
dollar, but I am an optimist. We are fac- 
ing the dawn of a new era of, I hope, 
great prosperity, and in that prosperity the 
Sun Life Assurance Comapny of Canada and 
its policyholders shonld share to the full.

1931 TO BE A LEAN YEAR. 

Mr. Samuel Courtauld, Chairman of 
Courtaulds, presided at the meeting yesterday 
at the Canon street Hotel, London. : i 

He spoke of unprecedented depression in 
the rayon industry, and predicted another 
lean year in 1931. But he ended by saying 
that in the more distant future he saw 
returning prosperity. 

Reviewing the past year, Mr.” Courtauld 
said they were still in the middle of “a spell 
of unprecedented depression.” It had been 
a very unsatisfactory year’s trading. Prices 
had fallen very heavily. Roughly speak- 
ing, raw cotton and wool were down by 50 
per cent., cotton and worsted yarns by 35 
per cent., and real silk 50 per cent. 

Their own rayon had not fallen more than 
35 per cent. in the last two years, and from 
this alone they might draw the deduction 
that their industry is uo more sick than the 
textile industry in general.

Although they had shared in the eral 
ill-fortune, their industry had suffered from 
a special complaint which is not common to 
other textiles, and can hardly be paralleled 
in recent years by any important industry.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 
FORGED CHEQUE CHARGES 


— 


QUESTION OF IDENTITY. 
(BEFORE MR. dUSTION JONNSTON AND A 


Peter Joseph Lennon pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of having in July, 1950, stolen 
a blank cheque, the property of Mr. Henry 
Lemass, solicitor, and with having forged 
and uttered such cheque on the Munster and 
Leinster Bank for a sum of £76 12s., and 
another charge of having in January last 
stolen a blank cheque, the property of Mr. 
Valentine Milev, and with having forged and 
uttered such cheque purported to be drawn 
by Miley and Miley on the National Bank, 
Ltd., in the sum of £95 10s. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, -K.C., with whom was 
Mr. McCarthy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), conducted the prosecution; and 
Mr. J. Rearden, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Daniel Purcell and Sons, solicitors) appeared 
for the accused. 

Mr. Rice said that the accused had some 
business dealings with Mr. Lemass, whose 
office he had visited in the course of his 
transacticns. Some years ago also he had 
been employed in Messrs. Miley’s office and 
knew the general run of the place. Evidence 
would ba given by the men whose cheques 
had been stolen that the cheques were rot 
filled by them. 

Henry Lemass gave evidence that he had 
a two-roomed office in Parliament street. 
The accused had been in his office on 
several occasions. Witness was absent 
from his office on some occasions, and the 
door leading to his private office was not 
locked. The signature on the cheque pro- 
duced was not his, and he did not authorise 
its issue, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Reardon, witnoss 
said that both accused and his brother had 


been in his office. 


CLERK’S EVIDENCE. 

Eileen Fogarty, employed as clerk-typist 
by Mr. Lemass, produced a book with entries 
She said there 
were entries of the name “ Lennon, Peter,” 
on July 15th and July 18th. On the former 
date it was accused’s brother who calléd. 
She could not be sure which of them came 
on July 18th. On July 22nd accused came 
into the office and went into Mr. Lemass’s 
private office with witness. While he was 
there witness left the office, and accused was 
Icft there alone. 

Witness was away for a few minutes. She 
could not say where Mr. Lemass’s cheque 
It was ordinarily left on 


| the table.

Cross-examined, witness said that accused’s 
brother came into the ofhce more often than 
accused. It was possible that when either 
of these men came to the office the name 
‘*‘Lennon, Peter,” would be recorded in the 
entry. 

John Gleeson, accountant, Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Baggot street, said the cheque 
dated July 26th, 1950, and payable to Frank 
J. Owens, was produced by accused. It was 
endorsed on the back, and the money was 
paid to the accused. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Reardon, the wit- 
ness said he knew Mr. Lemass, and was 
quite satisfied at the time that thé cheque 
was all right. Accused was then an utter 
stranger to him. 

Francis J. Oweus, NHaroldvilla avenue, 
S.C.R., said that he had business dealings 
with accused. He saw the cheque (produced) 
on January 26th. The endorsing signature 
was not his, and he had given no authonty 
to anyone to use his name. 

Mr. Valentine Miley, of Miley and Miley, 
solicitors, South Frederick street, said that 
he knew the accused for about seventeen 
vears. Lennon used to be in his employment, 
When witness received notification from the 
bank of a cheque for £95 10s., he examined 
his cheque-book and found two cheques, 
counterfoils and all, missing. One of the 
n.issing numbers was that on the £95 cheque. 
He neither signed nor authorised the issue 
of that cheque, which was payable to ** James 
Giltrap,”” whom he did not know. His 
chegue-book was kept in a closed drawer, 
which was not locked, of a table in the 
ground-floor office. His own office was on 
the first floor. There was. only one day 
between the Monday and Thursday when the 
cheque-book was left on his desk from about 
mid-day of one day until the following morn- 
ing. He did not lock his office, and had 
frequently written letters signed by himself 
to the accused. 

Peter Ryan, employed in the office of 
Miley and M..ev, said that on January 22nd 
accused was in the office for twenty minutes. 

Detective-Sergeant O'Neill said thas 
accused was identified by Mr. Gleeson, of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank at an 
identification parade as the man who cashed 
the cheque. When charged, accused said 
that he was never in the Munster and 
Leinster Bank. He later said: “TI never did 
it; I was in Dublin at the time.’’ 

Witness subsequently charged the prisoner 
in respect of the cheque for £95 drawn on 
the national bank. 

In reply to Mr. Reardon, witness said that 
other bank officials were unable to identify 
accused. ' | 

Captain €. J. Quirke, handwriting “mb 
said that, in his opinion the writing on 
cheaues was that, of accused. 

The hearing was adjourned till to-day.
